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ADDRESS MADE AT DETROIT 


ROUSING RECEPTION AT THE NA- 
TIONAL REUNION. 


The President Praised the Valor of the 
Men Who Fought to Free Cuba 
and Told What the Fruits 
of War Should Be. 


DETROIT, Mich, Sept. 22.—About 2 
o'clock this morning an enthustfastic delega- 
tlon of veterans arrived from Saginaw 
and Bay City. Headed by a band they 
marched to the Hotel Cadillac and serenad- 
ed President Roosevelt. He did not rise. 
however. 


was eaten in the Flemish room at the Cad- 
iliac. Delegates to the Spanish war vet- 
eTrans reunion began gathering in Light 
Guard Armory, the convention hall. soon 
after 9 o'clock. When Acting Commander- 
in-Chief Urell called the delegates to order 


the floor of the armory was crowded. The | 


galleries were packed with men and wom- 
en who had come to hear President Roose- 
velt’s address. The armory was beauti- 
fully decorated, 
Ovation to 

the President. 

President Roosevelt was given a tremend- 
ous ovation when he stepped out of the 
Cadillac and into his carriage to begin the 
drive to the armory. Washington and Michi- 
san avenues were jammed with people 
who cheered as the President drove briskly 
away from the hotel. 

A squad of mounted police rode before 
his carriage and a squad of officers on 
bicycles circled about it. It was a con- 
tinuous cheer that greeted the President 
on his arrival, which took about five min- 
utes. 

A stir at the dovr announced to those 
ims the armory that the President had ar- 
Trived. All stood upon their feet, and as 
the Presidential party entered and walked 
down the main aisle to the speaker's plat- 
form a great shout went up that made the 
armory Tring. Again and again the veterans 
cheered the President and he bowed his 
thanks repeatedly. 

Gen. Urell, acting commander-in-chief, 
introduced Mayor Maybury, who welcomed 
the Spanish war veterans to thecity. When 
he mentioned President Roosevelt's name 
it brought every soldier to his feet and a 
tremendous cheer went up. When he con- 
cluded, Gen. Urell stepped forward and 
said, as he turned to President. Roosevelt: 
“I have nothing to say, Mr. President."’ 

Every man on the floor was on his feet 
cheering and waving his hat as the Presi- 
dent arose from his chair. Cheer after 
cheer rent the air while President Roose- 
velt smilingly bowed his thanks to his for- 
mer comrades, 


Valor Shown in 


the Late War. 

The President expressed his pleasure at 
having the chance of being greeted by his 
comrades and greeting them in return. The 


men who served in the Spanish-American 
war, he egaid, if they did their duty well, 
would be as comrades and brothers 
from now until the end of our days. He 
said he did not need any’ urging to accept 
the invitation to attend the meeting of 
the Spanish war veterans. The President 
spoke of the late war and said that the 
only complaint heard was that there was 
not enough war to go around. The_spirit 
that drove the men on in this war was 
the same spirit that made the memorable 
neeting of Leesand Grant at Appomat- 
tox possible. One of the first lessons all 
had to learn was that there was an enor- 
mous amount of hard work that preceded 
ary chance for heroism. The amount of 
hard work a man did had a great deal to 
do with his attaining heroism. If a man 
has not the stuff to endure hardship on the 
march, the President said, he has not the 
stuff in him to attain heroism. 

The President said the spirit he wanted 
to see in a man was that spirit which 
makes him do his duty, great and small. 
He liked particularly the way in which 
our young men went into the ranks to do 
their duty as they saw it. He thought it 
a good thing that men of different callings 
should be associated together to léarn the 
lesson of equality and brotherhood among 
Americans. 

It is a very good thing for an American 
to learn by practical experience in a way 
that will bring it home to him the under- 
lying truth upon the full knowledge of 
which depends mainly each American’s 
being of real use in the body politic. -The 
fundamental truth of testing yourself and 
all of your neighbors by the essential in- 
stead of the non-essential qualities in each. 

He spote of the spirit in which the peo- 
ple of Michigan went into the war. It 
was the spirit shown, he said, by the 
older among his audience when the great 
war was fought. 

It was the spirit which the people of 
the state and throughout the union will 
show, should ever the need arise. It is 
the aspirite that will make America even 
greater in the future than America is now. 
(Applause.) The Presktent told of the 
needs of the state militia for better weap- 
ons. and said he hoped in the future to 
see them armed with up-to-date guns. 


Some of the Fruits 
of the War. 


In conclusion the President said: “And 
so it is now. Our people went forth in the 
Spanish war, went forth to free Cuba, to 
give Porto Rico a happiness it has never 
had and to bring the light of civilization 
into the darkness in the Phillppines. We 
are proud of the men who did that work. 
We intend that their work shall be done 
beneficently and for a good purpose. 
Through the advice and the help of civil 
and religious teachers of civilization among 
our people and in the islands we are os 
to get the best results for the people of 
the islands and of what has been done. 

“We are going to make them more pros- 
perous than they have ever dreamed of 
being during thelr recorded history and 
now we guarantee to each man his Iife. 
his liberty and his pursuit of 
as he never could have had it if he 
been under the domination of a cruel 
rarchy working through the society 
Pr atapunaa.

AMERICANS IN CANADA. 


If Americans continue to move into Canada the British govern- 
ment will in a few years be confronted by a condition similar in 
all respects to that which brought about the ruin of the South 
African republic. 

That is to say, the outlanders will get the upper hand and force 
annexation to the United States. 

“The movement of Yankees into that country is sure to have 
important political consequences,”’ says Mr. Frederick J. Haskin, 
who has {ust returned from a trip through the wheat belt of 
western Canada. “The population of the northwest territory is 
already one-fourth American, and the seeds of Americanism, 
once planted, ripen rapidly. While in Winnipeg I asked the 
manager of ea great Canadian enterprise how he would feel 
towards annexation to the United States, should that become a 
live issue. He declined to be quoted, but while doing so sketched 
a dollar mark on a blotter before him, and passed it towards 
me. Commercial interest is the influence which will eventually 
bring about a union of the English-speaking peoples on this 
continent.” 

Mere community of material interest is not a very agreeable 
substitute for a community of blood as a basis for national life, 
but in this case, happily, it is reinforced by such kinship. 

The predicted end is by no means improbable. The recent 
colonial conference does not scem to have brought the British 
empire any nearer federation and all the colonies showed a 
etrong preference for the present status. They are unwilling 
to assume any obligations for imperial defense, or make them- 
selves Hable to texation by an imperial parliament. 

So far as Canada is concerned, her natural destiny is either 
independence or union with this country. Perhaps after a season 
‘ of indeperdence annexation will follow. At any ‘tate, the out- 
lander American sentiment must be reckoned with. 
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The President, too, is out of harmony with the Iowa Republi- 
cans.

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CATCH THE FUGITIVE BOODLERS. 

In offering a reward of $1000 for the arrest of Boodler Kelly 
or for information which shall lead to his arrest, the Post-Dis- 
patch is prompted by the same spirit which led it to send a 
representative to Mexico to Induce J. K. Murrell to return and 
expose the facts of the boodle conspiracy in the House of Dele- 
gates. The purpose of the Post-Dispatch is to serve the people 
of St. Louis by bringing all the public officers who have be- 
trayed their trusts and plundered St. Louis to justice. 

Kelly occupies the same relation to the lighting deal that Mur- 
rell had to the Suburban deal. He was the agent of the com- 
bine who received the money and distributed it. He was the 
key man—the only man in the combine who dealt with both the 
briber and the bribed. Of course Kelly's testimony as a state’s 
witness would be valuable, but, regardless of the information 
in his possession, Kelly is wanted to answer for his crime. He 
must be brought to trial as a warning to others who may be 
tempted to boodle and handle boodle funds. 

The Post-Dispatch believes that every citizen, every organiza- 
tion, every institution, every newspaper in St. Louis should 
Stand with the authorities, ready to contribute all possible aid 
in the work of exposing the boodle scandal and punishing the 
guilty men. The Post-Dispatch asks the co-operation of all citi- 
zens in the redemption of St. Louis and demands that every pub- 
lic officer do his duty to that end. 

Kelly and the other fugitive boodlers must be caught and 
brought to the bar of justice. Not one guilty man shall escape. 
St. Louis is on trial. It is necessary that the laws be enforced 
against the city’s plunderers.

The saddest thought In connection with 
the St. Louis revelations is that what has 
been going on in that city is pretty gen- 
erally believed to prevail in greater or less 
degree in every important city in the 
country. The seat of the trouble is in the 
Kind of men that we usually send to the 
city council. They are seldom represent- 
ative men—that is to say, men that are 
Known as standing for what is best in 
the community, or that have already made 
for themselves a recognized position in the 
city’s life It is easy to get such men to 
serve the community in unofficial ways— 
as directors of commercial clubs or boards 
of trade, as trustees of hospitals, colleges 
or charity societies. But these men of es- 
tablished position, of known probity of 
character—how many of them are ever 
elected to the council or would consent to 
serve? On the other hand, we elect too 
many saloon keepers, draymen and the 
like—men the city never heard of before, 
men that have made no impreasion on the 
community life, men that stand for noth- 
ing, but that eagerly seek the place. The 
result is combines and corruption and all 
uncleanness. We in Indianapolis have per- 
haps suffared as little from corruption in 
the council as any city.

Municipal corruption, when you get to the 
bottom of it, springs from corrupt condi- 
tions rather than from corrupt men: and 
the political condition in the life of a city 
is precisely what the people of that city 
choose to make it. If those citizens, either 
through political indifference or through de- 
liberate plan, elect to public office of large 
responsibility moral dwarfs, they need not 
be surprised when bribery becomes rampant 
in the municipal government. They shouid 
understand that they are paying a penaity 
which, in the very nature of things, inevi- 
tably falls upon the citizen who is recreant 
to his duty. Representative government 
would be a farce if the payment of such a 
penalty was not inexorably exacted. Politi- 
cal corruption is the foster-child of politi- 
cal apathy. The one follows the other as 
surely as the night follows the day. 

Let, then, St. Louls take this lesson to 
heart—and let every other large American 
city heed the instruction. The election of 
“‘boodlers’’ to high municipal office is not 
a victory for the slums; it ts a defeat for 
the schools. It means not that the pro- 
fessed enemies of society are heroes; it 
means that the professed friends of society 
are cowards. It means that the man who 
fails to pay his politax, falls to attend the 
primary and fails to vote on election day 
is in a certain moral sense, at least, par- 
ticeps criminis to the corruption that may 
follow the election. It means this in every 
American city—in New Orleans as well as 
in St. Louls.

The original owner of the ofl painting 
bought it early in the nineteenth century, 
of Stuart hi mse If, for $1! ” lt was held by 
his estate, and nothir especial was 
thought of its value until Mr Walters made 
an offer, when a sale was readily effected. 


THERE ARE OTHERS. 

There are many Stuart portraits of Wash- 
ington, and their owners now have an op- 
portunity to estimate their worth in money. 

Stuart's history was one of struggles for 
dollars. He was poor for many years, and 
after he had attained fame his affairs were 
often in such condition that he was com- 
pelled to resort to some rather inartistic 
practices to raise funds to tide him over a 
crisis, 

lie was born in Narragansett, 
and early in his boyhood developed 
a taste for drawing portraits. Examples 


of his youthful work are still in existence 
in Newport. Stuart became a student un- 
der Cosmo Alexander, a Scotchman, who 
took him to Scotiand with him. There Alex- 
ander died, leaving Stuart under the charge 
of Sir George Chambers. This master of art 
soon died, leaving Stuart to his own re- 
sources, and he determined to return to 
America. This he accomplished with con- 
siderable hardship. 

Hie opened a studio in Newport, but soon 
returned to England, where he suffered 
much privation, but was finally taken u 
by Benjamin West, the American artist, 
who was of great assistance to him. Stuart 
Gpened a studio in London and soon be- 
came the favorite of fashionable people. He 
aiso had much success in Dublin, but re- 
turned to America in 1792. 

In 17% came his opportunity to paint a 
portrait of W ashington. but Stuart wae 
not satisfied with the result and is said 
to have destroyed the picture. It is also 
asserted that Stuart did not do this, but 
sold it with five copies of it that he made. 
Hie made a full length of Washington for 
the Marquis, of Lansdowne, and then a head 
of the Father of His Country, known as 
the Athenaeum portrait from the fact that 
his widow sold it to the Boston Athenaeum, 
with a companion portrait of Martha 
Washington, for $1590. 

This thicd portrait shows only the head 
and the bust, with much of the detail 
antinished, and is also known as “Stuart's 
unfinished portrait of Washington.”’ It is 
euch a good likeness, and shows Washing- 
ton’s dignity of mien so thoroughly, that

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WHITE HOUSE ANNE 
NEARS COMPLETION 


—— 


PRESIDENT WILL USE IT FOR OF- 
FICIAL BUSINESS. 


WILL BE READY OCTOBER 1 


Decorators, Declare That President’s 
Residence Will Be One of the 
Handsomest in the Country. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Although Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has been assured that the 
White House and the new “business” an- 
nex will be ‘habitable’ by the time his 
family are ready to resume their occu- 
pancy, ft is hard to belleve @ from a view 
of the rubbishy desolation now surrounding 
it. The alterations, long needed, are cal- 
culated to forestall any need of patching 
or repairs for a long time to come. This 
month will see the work completed, the con- 


tractors declare. 

The annex building, now taking form, 
will relieve the White House of the execu- 
tive staff and of all the business callers on 
the President, excepting, of course, those 
whom Mr. Rooseveltsikes to ask to lunch- 
eon. The annex is a one-story building, s0 
designed and placed so unobtrusively that 
it will not mar or even alter the general 
appearance of the historic mansion. It will 
be In ‘‘good keeping,” as.artists say, for 
the additional reason that many stately 
colonial homes, of the White House pat- 
tern, used to have a small detached office 
building near by, where the business of the 
plantation was transacted. The annex is 
directly west of the White House and is 
hidden by it except from the west and 
north. The most used views of the build- 
ing are from the east and south. 

The annex will contain the President's 
own office, Secretary Cortelyou’s room, a 
large apartment for the executive clerks’ 
a reception room for callers, the cabinet 
room and press and telegraph rooms. The 
entrance opens into the Teception room, 
where the general run of callers will await 
their turn to see the President. 

The White House interior is still in com- 
plete confusion, yet the destructive work 
is all done and all that is done in the 
next few weeks will be progress toward 
completion of the elaborate scheme of dec- 
oration designed by the architect. 

When completed there will be few hand- 
samer residences in the country. The din- 
ing rooms will be for the first time in 
many years adeuate for the President's 
social and official entertaining, while f 
living rooms will comfortably house what 
the President laughingly calls ‘‘a middle- 
aged literary man’s large family of chil- 
dren,”’

He has been in St. Louls 
only since last November.

He 
nople six years ago after the Armenian 
massacre. His efforts for his countrymen 
have come to the knowledge of the Turk- 
ish government, and he would be killed, he 
saya. should he return there. 


HIS LETTER TO HAY. 
Any opportunity that he may grasp to 
help his struggling countrymen he will 
seize promptly, he declares, and the letter 


of Secretary Hay to the powers has prom pt- 
ed him to write the following communica- 
tion: 
Hon. John Hay. Becretary of States, Washington. 

Dear Sir—The appeal which you have made to the 
powers in regard t the protection of the Jewe 
of Roumania and the stopping of the persecution 
of those pitiable people is really the most notable 
action which you have taken for justice on behalf 
of the great American republic and people It is 
honorabie and greatly preciated and I am sure 
hoped action 
will follow and pot fre- 
main in words. 

The motive of your call ia to some extent a 
mystery. It is either the influence of some not- 
able Jewish citizens of Europe or America or an 
unavoidable interest on the part of yourself in 
shrewd diplomacy. 

Nevertheless, there are others guaranteed protec. 
tion by the same treaty that guaranteed it to the 
Roumanian Jews who suffer as they do. Take, 
for instance, my nation-—-the Armenian. My coun 
trymen have euffered longer and more severely 
under the Turkish yoke The same powers you 
now call on are those who were interested in the 
Derlin treaty and who created the Balkan states. 
Mut their interests gre different today. 

The Obristian qowers of mnapope in the Rerlin 
treaty guaranteed that under thelr charge Turkey 
would reform Armenia awl afford the Armenians 
protection from the Kurds and other tribes. 

Though the Balkan states were freed, it 
mot through the ‘heip of the powers, but thelr 
own setragg!ecs. While the Armenians have tried 
to be peaceful, conditions in Asia Minor have 
pot been improved. 

But the powers looked on the condition of things 
in Armenia as satiefactory to their own interests 
despite the most dreadful reporte made by their 
own consule and the Armenians in regard to the 
sufferings of her peopl 

The Armenians were driven to protect themselves 
by the desperate conditions that grew up This 
did pot create the Armenian question of today, 
but it renewed it in the minds of fustice-loving 

wople of other countries except of those who 
Sate the power of doing good, but neglect to do

Quotations From the Bible Found in 
the Apartments Occupied by 

Young. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.— In the apart- 
ments of Mr. Hgoper Yowme in this city 
were found quotations from the Bible, 
which considering the Mormon surround- 
ings, lent something of a sacrificial as- 
pect to the tragedy. :

In the house where the young woman 
met her death live three Mormon  mis- 
sionaries, descendants of those old Utah 
Mormane identified with the ‘‘Danites’’ and 
the ‘‘Destroying Angels,’ those church- 
countenanced murderers who wreaked the 
vengeance of the elders upon disbelievers. 

But even more horrible than the ‘‘Dan- 
ite’ band or the “Destroying Angels’’’ was 
the theory of blood atonement preached 
and practiced by the Mormons at one time. 

Its author was no less a person that 
Brigham Young. 

On the subject of blood atonement, Brig- 
ham Young spoke as follows imthe Taber- 
nacle, on March 27, 1853: 

“Now, you Gladdenites, keep vour 
tongues still lest sudden. destruction come 
upon you. | gay rather than the apostles 
shall not flourish here I will unsheath my 
bowie knife and conquer or die. 

“Clear Out or judgment will be laid to 
the line and righteousness to the plummet.
